3. 1 GREATLY APPRECIATE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO RETURN TO KOREA. 

I HAVE NOT SEEN YOUR COUNTRY SINCE 1953, WHEN I VISITED 
KOREA AS AN AMERICAN CONGRESSMAN. MANY OF MY FRIENDS AND 
COLLEAGUES IN OUR CONGRESS HAVE SPOKEN TO ME WITH PRAISE 
AND ADMIRATION FOR THE CHANGES WHICH HAVE TAKEN PLACE IN 
YOUR GREAT COUNTRY IN THE INTERVENING TWO DECADES. I AM NOW 
LOOKING FORWARD TO SEEING AGAIN THE MANY QUALITIES WHICH 
HAVE MADE YOUR CULTURE AND ENDEAVOR RESPECTED INTERNATIONALLY 
4. THIS IS MY FIRST EXTENDED VISIT ABROAD AS PRESIDENT, 
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AND MY PRESENCE HERE TODAY ATTESTS TO THE STRENGTH AND 
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DURABILITY OF THE ALLIANCE BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES. 

5. 1 AM VISITING KOREA AT A TIME OF GROWING INTERNATIONAL 
DETENTE IN ASIA. WE ALL HAVE A VITAL INTEREST IN CON- 
TINUED PROGRESS IN RELAXING TENSIONS IN THIS PART OF THE 
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WORLD AND IN LAYING A FIRM FOUNDATION FOR REGIONAL PEACE 
AND STABILITY. DETENTE AFFECTS THE COMMON GOALS SHARED 
BY THE UNITED STATES AND KOREA WHICH I WILL DISCUSS WITH 
PRESIDENT PARK - PEACE IN ASIA, SECURITY FOR THIS 
PENINSULA AND THE POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC WELFARE OF OUR 
TWO PEOPLES. 

6. WHILE MAINTAINING OUR TREATY OBLIGATIONS, WE ARE 
ALSO HOPEFUL THAT TENSIONS ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA CAN 
BE RELAXED, AND THAT RESPONSIBLE MEANS TO ACHIEVE A

ASIA. IN THE FIRST. AMERICANS FOUGHT AT THE SIDE OF 
KOREAN TROOPS TO PRESERVE THE INDEPENDENCE OF YOUR 
REPUBLIC. LESS THAN TWENTY YEARS LATER, SOLDIERS 

OF A VIGOROUS AND STRONG KOREA MADE A SIMILAR SACRIFICE
